As for the government's con- 
tention that the FBI sniper who 
killed Weaver's wife, Vicki, with a 
shot to the heod on Aug. 22 didn't 
know he'was shooting ot her, 
Weaver said, “1 know with that 10- 
power.scope he saw my wife stand- 
ing there. He knew exactly what.be 
was doing." 

The sniper. Lon Horiuchi, shot 
Vicki Weaver, 43, as she stood in the 


doorway of the fomily'.s mountain 
cabin, holding her baby daughter. 
His first shot wounded Randy 
Weaver, and his second killed Vicki 
and wounded Kevin Harris. 27, a 
family friend. A Justice Dqjartmcnt 
report criticized Horiuchi for firing 
the second shot. 

Weaver, in the ABC interview, 
coifed Horiuchi a "flat liar’’ for con- 
• tending that Weaver was trying to 
shoot ot a government helicopter.

Scnatc. supportcrs of the nuclear Navy 
Tuesday’ dropped their proposal to force 
resumptioDjsf .radioactive dunging in Ida- 
ho. 

The action come in the wake of Gov. 
Phil Bolt’s ofTcr to .voluntarily resume lim- 
ited dumping in return for eventual re- 
moval of all waste from the state. 

Instead, Republican Sens. Larry Craig 
and Dirk Kempthome won support of key 
Republicans and Nebraska Democrat 
-James J. Exon, who had been pushing a 
dumping mandate, for a resolution essen- 
tially endorsing the negotioiions between 
Batt and the Clinton administration. 

The resolution, to be inconjorated into 
legislation setting out a general framework 
for defenot spending, would require De- 
fense Secretory William Perry to report 
buck to Congress next-week on the stotus 
of the talks. 

Bolt has given the administration until 
noon Friday to occept or reject h1s offer to 
ollow 968 more shipments of high-level

Despite concerns among many groups 
here that Clinton would shy away, firom 
crUicizing China at a delicate time for 
strained sTno-U.S. relations, the first lady

jtame. Clinton clearly was taking aim ot 
the BclJing regime when she said; "It is a 
violation of huitian rights when women are 
denied the right to plan their own fhmllics, 
and that includes being forced to have 
abortions or being'sterllTzcd against their 
will.” 

Clinton’s crltlelsm of Chinese policies 
fell on receptive ears. Approximately 
20,000 women have. been struggling for 
days with Chinese police harassment, 
searches and restrictions on meetings and 
demonstrations at the Nongovernmental 

. -Organlzotlons.'Forum on.W^omen ta.klng 
ploce about an hour’s drive fVom^ Beijing in 
thetownofHualrou. 

These actions followed weeks of unccr- 
tointy and conflision over the mnting of 
visas to those, wishing to. attend the meet- 
ing; some groups critical of Chinese policy 
have been barred Bum coming. 

. “It is indefensible that many women in 
.nongovernmental organizations who 
wished tO'particIpQte in this conference 
have been 'able to attend or have been 
prohinted ftom fiilly taking port,” Clinton; 
sold, to strong applause.

' But Tuesday he said the pub- 
lished interview with a Boise news- 
paper "was not meant to diminish 
Jhc importance I place in the work 
of federal law enforcement agen- 
cies, particularly the agents in the 
field who protect our citizens and 
property." • 

: Craig said Idaho resident.^ always 
hove followed "the great tradition 
of balance and restraint" in the en- 
forcement of.laws. 

He smd the Ruby Ridge siege up- 


set that balancc'and his pnriicipa- 
tipn In the hearings will center on 
“restoring the restraint, respect and 
balance we need to protect our citi- 
zens and their civil liberties." 

The Idaho Republican and Na- 
tional Rifle Association board 
member received permission from 
Chairman Arlcn Specter to sit with 
the Senate subcommittee invc.stigat- 
ing what happened between white 
separatist Randy Weaver and feder- 
al officers during the deadly 1992 
northern Idaho shootout and siege. . 

Craig said he saw no' conflict be- 
tween his National Rifle Associt^ 
lion position and his special pri/i- 
ieges on the Senate subcommiltc^. 

The National Rifle Association 
has pushed for elimination, of (he 
Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco and 
Firearms for some time, and this 
summer the association was ac- 
cused of trying to influence con- 
gressional hearings on the Branch 


Davidiah case. 

Should his involvement threaten 
to taint the Ruby Ridge hearings. 
Craig said he would "step back and 
allow another senator to ask the 
questions." 

"But I don’t expect lhar to hap- 
pen,” he said. 

Idaho's senior senaior said he 
saw a connection between the 
Weaver cose and what happened at 
the Branch Davidian compound in 
Waco, Texas. 

"Is it only coincidence that the 
BATF created each environment 
that resulted in a crisis that the FBI 
had to bring a conclusion to?", he . 
‘ asked. 

Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms 
agents were the first to resMnd to 
' allegations that the Branch Davidi- 
ans were stockpiling weapons at 
Waco.

Jurors appeared sickened and troubled during 
McKinny’s testimony. Some bit their lips. A middle- , 
aged black man recoiled when McKinny said 
Fuhrman used the word 42 times;. others stared in- ■■■ 
tentiy at a screen as the scratchy tape excerpt was 
played and a transcript was displayed. 

Some raised their eyebrows ond gave knowing, 
troubled looks toward the audience when McKinny 
testified that she did not say anything in protest . 
when Fuhrman continued to use the epithet.

FBI Director Louis J. Freeh .sus- 
pended live. top .officials this, sum- 
mer, incIudihg,Deputy Djrecior 
Larry Potts. Two of the five admit 
destroying FBI documents during, 
an internal review of Ruby. Ridge, 
and another admits to knowing 
about the destruction, according to 
a senior Justice Department official, 
who has' spoken on condition .of 
anonymity.

ernment and the potential default of 
the United States, h’s too early to tell 
whether either side has the will to 
commit to such a step. The president 
and Congress insist they’ll stond firm. 

And politicians arc breathlessly 
awaiting the battles about to begin.

The risks to both parties arc high, 
because a government shutdown or 
default carries heavy consequences. 
The economy tnay'.'gp into A tailspin 
and interest rales may soar if the coun- 
try’s largest crnploycr stops paying 
salaries or repaying its debts. Each 
sit^c is angling to deflect as much of 
the blame as possible. But, just os in 
nuclear war. both sides will suffer 
■ heavy casualties. 

• The tmin'wrcck scenario actually 
could take place on two different 
tracks — the battle over the annual 
spending bills for the fiscal year smrl- 
ing Oct. 1, and the parallel cfTort to 
rewrite tax and federal benefit laws 
(such as for Medicare and wclfaFe) 
needed to enact die Republican plan to 
balance the budget by 2002.

That’s 
because a budget bill cannot be fili- 
bustered in the Senate, so Republicans 
only need 5 1 votes for passage, not the 
60 votes ordinarily needed to end 
debate and bring a bill to the floor for 
a vote.

NEW'DELHI, India (AP) — An ' 
elephant alert was sounded Tuesday 
in Indians West Bengal state after 
forest rangers reported seeing 55 
elephants In three herds advancing 
toward villages and towns. 

“There is heed to take preeau- 
' tions right now. Othenvise. wc are 
in for some serious trouble,” said 
Subimal Roy, West Bengal’s chief 


wildlife warden. 

One herd of nine adults and two 
calves already reached populated 
ureas of Midnupore district, causing 
panic among residents, Roy said. 
They ate the rice crop in the village 
of Mahisjidobn and were moving on 
in search of more food. 

Last year, frightened villagers 
used stones, spears and torches to 


attack a herd of 50 elephants tliat 
had fled u brush fire in West 
Bengal’s Jaldapora wildlife sanctu- 
ary. The elephants went on a ram- 
page. crushing six people to death 
and trampling crops.

We have also witnessed many students 
who. for whatever reason, fajl to perform in 
a traditional school setting. Those who 
have abandoned their association with the 
Iraditionar school setting have two choices 
- to pursue an alternative form of education 
or drop out and becoinc.non-productivc cit- 
izens. 

.Undoubtedly, the youth who drop out 
will come in contact wiili law enforcement 
offictnls. When this happens, the. communi- 
ty must serve in a more expensive alicma- 
live, that of being entered into (he juvenile 
justice system. 

Local school officials indicate the passage 
of this tax levy will result in an average in- 
crease ofS50 peryearon a home valued at 
SIOO.OOO. A juvenile who enters thejuvefiitC" 
justice system and who is subsequently locked 
up at the Snake River Juvenile Detention Cen- 
icrdoes so at a cost of SI 25 per day. A.s of this 
writing, there arc currently 26 youth detained 
at tlie detention center. Many of these youth 
have dropped out of school or are unschooled 
at this lime. It is much costlier to house tlicm 
in .secure lockup Ih.'in to have them unending' 
lan alicmutivc form of school. Unfortunately. 
bccau.se ofiis limited size, theailtcmative 
school cannot accommodate the needs of all 
those who could truly benefit from it. The pro- 
posed facility would greatly enhance the op- 
portimitics for these young people in our com- 
munity to succeed by pursuing their high 
school diploma.s. 

Wc encourage a yes vote on Sept. 7. It is 4 
practical to spend our money for our youth on 
this end of the spectrum rather than waidng 
until they cnier the juvenile ju.stice system 
where they become a much more expensive 
proposition.

Yes. the program is very succcssfijl. It lias 
become u mod^l for other alternative schools, 
with several in .southern Idaho changing their 
programs to include cunrieulum and bjock 
schedules such os ours. 'Then, why should wc 
be concerned about a new facility if die pro- 
gram is working so well now? 

Primarily, wc’are in n church buil^g not 
designed for school use. Wc have ffiniicd or 
inappropriate space fora library, computer 
Inb or offices. The building, rooms and bath- 
room.s are not handicapped accessible. There 
are no oppropriaicly designed rooms for.day 
. care. Classrooms arc noi large enough.|o'ade- 
qiiatcly aceommbdalc students, texts, sup- 
plies, desks, tables and storage. Since wc are 
in such an old building, the electrical supply 
cannot meet the needs ofthc school. These 
problems arc in addition to the fact that the 
school is growing, as is the church. There 
simply is no more space available. Another 
factor to be considered is that the school ha.s ’ 
been in the churc h for seven years, causing a 
“temporajy” accommodation to be common- 
ly accepted ns "pernidheht.’’ 

Over the past liircc years, wc have exam- 
ined at least 14 different facilities inTwin 
Falls which we hoped would meet our needs. 
Old warehouses, abandoned buildings, 
cliurches,.cmpty stores have nil been exam- 
ined and eliminated as possibilities. Cost fac- 


:*liully dcsboy Iheprogriimi-whicH wc ulrcthly '-' 
ogree is a good one. SlafTing, cbmihuhity rela- 
tions, school-to-work*projects, sharing of 
.space, child care, student employment, tlic size 
of the school, nil quickly become barriers to 
maintaining a quality program. Alternative 
night schools have routinely had ongoing 
problems with these issues. These schools ore 
supplemefiial programs, not complete liigli 
school programs such as ours. Student entry 
into college and/or the job market could be de- 
layed significantly. 

Financially, delay in graduation and fewer 
graduates impacts the community. Sharing of 
tax burdens and fiscal responsibility is re- 
duccd/po.stponcd nnd spending power is dc- 
' creased. Some students may remain in welfare 
programs longer, costing the community extra 
dollars. 

The Magic Valiev Alternative Higli School 
'is a necessary, viable and cosKsaving pro- - 
gram. A little money spent now will reap 
many rewards for the community in tlic future. 
Your $50 investment for each of the next two 
years will repay you many times over. The 
graduates to date arc estimated to potentially 
contribute up to 56.25 million in taxes to Ida- 
ho, over their lifetimes.

Lockheed Martin president says 
Batt’s deal would help state 


BOI.se (AP) — The company running the Idoho 
National Engineering Laboratory declined to lake a 
position Tuesday on Gov. Phil Ban’s plan to trade 
more radioactive duhiping for a. guarantee that all 
Waste will eventually be removed from eastern Idaho. 

John Denson, president of Lockheed Monin Jdoho 
Technologies Inc., said company has already, 
committed itself to an occ^lcrarcd plan for cleaning 
up w&stc at the INEL. If kept, he said the plan would 
remove the 900-squate-miIe site from the govern- 
ment’s priority list for environmental rcsioratipn by 
2010 — nine yedra ahead of schedule. 

' But Densop acknowledged that if the Clinton 
administration accepts Balt’s proposed deal — some- 
thing many officials are pessimistic about — it would 
significantly buttressed the entire cleanup program. 

"I don't think it would accelerate what we’ve 
plimned very -much because we’ve already accelerat- 
ed,’’ penson told reporters. “But we have a plan 
that’s based on budgets that aren*'t guaranteed. What- 
he has proposed has guarantees. He's looking for 
guarantees and that makes'h very valuable to the 
state." 

Denson, however, said he had not reviewed the 
governor’s proposal in detail and could make no 
cothparison between what Batt has called for and 
.what Lockheed currently intends — assuming 
Congress does not drop the bottom out of the Energy 
•Peportmem’s budget. 

“They cut the budget tomorrow^ and it will get a lot 
worse real quick,” he said. 

• Assistant Energy Sccreiaiy Thomas Crumbly has 
told the governor that the Clinton administration will ‘ 
let him imow on Friday whether it accepts his pro- 
posal allowing 968 new shipments of highly radioac- 
tive waste into Idaho in exchange for a'guarantee that 
all waste — new and old — be removed from INEL 
by 2036. 

The deal allows more new waste than polls indi- 
cate most .Idaho voters would accept b ut on |y half 
what the Energy Department wants to dump-af fNEL 
and none of the commercial waste the department 
mu,<it assume responsibility for in 1998. 

Ban offered the deal under the growing pressure 
that Congress would mandate resumption of waste 
dumping next month — at least by the nuclear Navy, 
which claims national security is being jeopardized 
by the current court ban on new shipments*^

While the ?tatc and the Snake 
River Alliance are both cliHiciFT 
ing federal efforts to have that 
ban lifted, many officials believe' 
that at best the tactic will only : 
delay the Energy Department’s 
plans to dump all 1,940 ship- 
ments at the INEL. 

Ban concedes his deal may not- 
be acceptable to thiiny of his con- 
stituents, but he maintains that it. 
at least includes court-enforced 
milestones that must be met on 
the way to removal of all wostc in. 
40 years. And the governor argues that his proposal 
would require the government to make the kind of 
investment in INEL that will help shift its focus from 
waste management back to- research and development 
so it remains a major economic force in the state. 

Lockheed Mortin’s payroll at the INEL is stable 
now at about 6,200, Denson said, oftef nearly 1,400 
jobs were eliminated through voluntaiy separations 
or early retirements. Coupled with employment at 
both the Naval Reactors Facility ond Argonc . 
Notional Laboratory-West, total employment at the 
site is around 8,000.* 

And Denson Said he believed Lockheed Martin's 
economic development cfTorw in eastern Idaho and 
its attempts to secure new missions for INEL 
employees — two major objectives in Butt’s offer — 
could begin pushing the payroll upward. 

Thot will, become more and more important as 
wa,stc cleanup activities move toward the 2010 dcad-^ 
line. Once INEL is no longer a priority site for envi- 
ronmental cleanup, Denson said, it will be much 
more difficult to secure federal support for operations 
there and the site’s economic viability will rest with 
the foundation being laid now for exponded research 
and development projects. 

Denson also objected to' describing the govern- 
ment’s campaign to store more radioactive waste at 
the INEL as dumping. He maintained that while 
INEL may have been operated as a literal dump 
decodes ago when waste was just discarded into 
pits or containers in the ground. Now, however, he 
said the waste'managcmcnt at the INEL is among 
the safest, most efficient and effcctivc’in the 
nation.

AAcr Hi weeks working in dis- 
trict schools, Hendricks says .she's 
impressed with the involvement of 
parents in their children's musical 
education.

it was district parents who asked 
the School Board to start the pro- 
gram before the beginning of the 
1994-1995 school year. Assistant 
Superintendent Rtohard Goodwonh 
said.

in tiicre who really wanted to see t he 
full-blown program implemented," 
Goodworth said. 

Limited to ^adcs 4 to 8. the pro- 
gram will eventually be expanded to 
the high schools. Combined with 
bond, it will become part of a full- 
blown orchestra program, 
Goodworth said. 

Fifteen of the 1 12 districts in 
Idaho, including Cassia and Twin 
Falls, have strings programs, said 
Gale Maxey, a fine arts consultant to 
the Idaho Department of Education 
in Boise. 

Hendricks said she dreamed of 
being a performer in high school, 
but in college discovered teqehing 
was her true possion. In addition JO 
her private cello lessons, she 
taught freshman German. She 
holds a bachelor's degree in the 
language from the University of 
Arizona, which she attended for 
three years before transferring to 
Oberlin Conservatory. 

In addition to the ability to play on 
instrument, her lessons can teach 
students discipline and ^ive them an 
emotional outlet; she said. 

While some arc bom with a knack 
for music, Hendricks says hard work 
can pay ofT for anyone. 

"1 hove o lot of people who say. ‘I 
can't cany a tunc in a bucket,"' she 
said. "But I think they ju.st haven’t 
been exposed to music."

Gehrig was 21 when it started and just shy of 36 at 
"the finish. . 

Twenty-five months later, he was dead at 37. a victim 
of amyotrophic lateral sclerosis, u disease that today is 
commonly known as "Lou Gehrig’s disease.’’ 

The malady, rare and fatal, is marked by increasing 
muscular wealmess caospd by slow destruction of motor 
neurons. 

By 1939. Gehrig’s icammatcs could sec that some- 
thing was eating awoy at Gehrig's athletic skills, long 
before even he knew what was happening. 

It started in the laic 1930s, when Gelwig began stum- 
bling and dropping salt shakers, silverware and catsup 
bottles. His lost big season was 1937, when he hit .351 
and 37 home runs and drove in 1 59 runs. 

He signed forS39.000 for 1938. when he was already 
the highest-paid player in ba.scball. 

Then came 1938, and a precipitous drop in perfor- 
mance. The playing streak remained but his baiting 
average dropped 7o .295 and his home run ond RBL 
counts fell to 29 and 114 — a banner sco-son for rnosi 
but far short of Gehrig’s standards. Gehrig’s lifetime 

- average was .340. . 

^ It’s tempting today to look at Gehrig’s last three sca- 
sons'and pinpoint 1938 as the time when his disease 
began to erode his skills. 

But although his 1938 average represented a drop of 
almost 60 points, he finished the. 1938 season like the 
Gehrig of earlier years.

"He just wa.sn’t getting down on grojind balls like he 
used to. I saw that first, then later that lie seemed to 
have trouble navigating his swing. 

"Before that, he was a great high-ball hitter. One 
thing you never wanted to throw Gehrigi^as a high, 
“fns'fac fa.stball. 

“And you never threw ehangeiips to him — or any 
olher'power hitter in those days — bceaii.se the fences 
in those*park.s were so much closer then. 

"One game in Yankee Stadium, in 1937. I made the 
mistake of throwing him a high fastball in the ninth 
inning of u game (in which) wc were lied, and he hit a 
two-out homer and beat me. 

“He didn’t like to swing at curves, so ihat-’s about all 
he saw from me.’’ 

At spring training in 1939 — afier Gehrig's salary 
had been reduced to S36.000 — his decline shocked his 
teammates.

Q. Wc recently bought ri house 
and want to improve ventilation in 
the attic with a fan, but don’t want to 
mnkf holes in the roof for roof-top 
fans or vcntilalors. What other kinds 
of fans can be used? — F. Gardner 

A. A gable-mount fan is. a good ; 
choice for vcniilaling an attic with- 
out making holes in the roof. This 
type of fan mounts on one end wall 
of a gable-type roof, against a venti- 
lalor grille or oilier opening. The fan 
exhausts hot air througli its grille, 
and pull.s frcsli air into the, attic 
through vents in the otiicr end wall 
and soffits (roof eaves), A fan of Ihis 
type cun keep the attic from over- 
halting, and can also help prevent 
attic moisture problems by improv- 
ing air circulation. 

If the house is air conditioned, the 
attic floor should be well insulated 
and sealed, or an attic fan might biso 
pull some cooled air out of the 
house. Before shopping lor a gable- 
mount fan. measure tlic widtii and 
length of the attic and calculate the 
square footage. A gable-mount fan 
capable of ventilating an attic with , 
up to 3.000 square feet of floor space 
can be bought for about $35. 

Some new electrical wiring is u.su- 
ally needed (o install the fan.

inches or more by digging or tilling, 
and the addition of considerable, 
organic matter. 

At this lime-of Utc year, the best 
source for organic.s is probably the 
garden center. Peat moss, dried 
manures or fast-rotting spoiled hay 
all would .serve. Semi-rotted leaves 
- from last year's compost pile would 
be ideal, and the manurc/shavings 
mixtures fVoiti horse stables could 
do the job. 

' To complete the soil preparation, 
broadcast a couple of pounds of 10- 
10-10 fertilizer per 100 square feet 
of garden and till or lakc six inches 
deep into the soil. Finally, water 
deeply unless rain docs this forybu. 

Beginning after Labor Day; you 
can begin planting the vegciobles 
you want to grow. A §ood selection 
of cobbage, broccoli and collard 
plants will be in tlic garden supply 
stores by . that time. You moy even 
• find enullflower. o fussy grower, 
ond onion plants. 

None of these crops likes the hot 
sun. ond will benefit from being 
shaded for the first 10 days. An old 
trick here is to use leafy twigs from . 
trees stuck into the soil on the south 
and west sides of the plants. As 
they shrivel, the leaves will let in 
more and more siin and the plants 
will become gradually adapted to 
their .outdoor site without further 
—hejpjrdmypu; 

Growing cabbage arid broccoir 
plants from seed in hot weather 
.often^ gives you;_lcggy. weak 
seedlings that won’t stand up. 

But they con be buried deeply in 
.. — leaving 



them short enough to remain stand- 
ing. A paper collar at ground level 
to forestall cutworms is a good prcr 
caution. 

Two or three inches of mulch, 
such as leaves, pine straw or hay. 
will help cool tlic soil and even out 
the water supply. 

Some good gardeners wet down a 
few thicknesses of newspaper as 
mulch and set the plants through 
holes poked in it. A thin layer of 
pine straw will conceal the newspa- 
pers. 

Whatever mulch is used, be .sure 
that water and air can penetrate to 
the soil, for thc-plant.s miust have 
i)olh. 

Other fall crons, such as turnips, 
mustard, lettuce; beets and carrots 
usually arc started from seeds sown 
where they are to grow. 

In the case of seeds, water the 
garden well the day before planting, 
and cover the seeds only two or 
three limes their diameter. Cover 
tiny lettuce seeds very' thinly with a 
mixture of soil and a little vermi-. 
culitc. This makes it easier for the 
seedlings to stru'ggle through. » 

Under the September sun, the 
porous soil of the garden can dry 
quickly, so -give it daily light sprin- 
klings until the seeds arc up. Tlicn 
water only as necessary because 
moist, warm growing conditions 
promote damp-off that would kill 
tender seedlings. 

Onion.se ts^sbould-not be. put.in. 
until October. Earlier planting may 
result in lots of seed heads ot the 
expense of Uic bulb. 

In my experience, insects in the 
fall arc no bigger problem than in 


the spring. The key is to keep a 
close watch and attack them os 
soon 'as they appear. But be sure 
they arc bad pests; many bugs you 
find will be harmless or even help- 
ful. 

Plain water sprays or water and • 
soap will dislodge some pests such 
as aphids. Larger bugs such us bee- 
tles and caterpillars may be picked 
off by hand. Those green worms 
that cat your broccoli leaves by 
night and hide in the heads by day 
can be controlled with Bt. sprayed 
on every five days.

Despite high price, time to shine for fluorescent bulbs

No one expects to have to perfonn 
higher math in the aisles of a Home 
Depot or Sears store, especially 
when the calculation seems so obvi- 
ous. Twenty dollars for a light bulb? 
It simply doesn't compute. But add 
the words "compact fluorescent, ’* 
and it hcctiine.s an entirely different 
equation. ' 

Pricey and funny-looJcing, but 
incredibly energy-efficient, compact 
fluorescent bulbs are the' biggest 
news in lighting on the home front 
.today and promise to become even 
{bigger news once all light bulb pack- 
Stan carrying xhe nc^ labeling 
mandated by the FcttCral Trade 

■“onumsatTnrrr-r — 

TTic new. labels, which must be bn 
packages by the end of the ycarr. 
must show more than’ the usual-num- 
ber of watts, which, contrary to pop- 
ular belief, is not the lunount of light 
given off but a measure of energy 
consumed. Lumens, which is the real 
measure of light output, and the life 
expectancy of the bulb also must be 
included on tile new. packages. 

Suddenly, it will be real easy lo 
comparison shop for The most ener- 
gy-efficient and long-la.sting bulb — 
precisely the areas in which the com- 
pact fluorescent excels. 

Specifically, a compact fluorescent 
bulb uses about 9ne-quurtcr of the 
watts (or 75 percent less energy) lo 
produce the some brilliance of light 
as the equivalent incandescent bulb. 
In other words, a 15- or 16-watt 
compact fluorescent emits the .same 
amount ofliglil as a 60-wall incan- 
descent bulb. A 20-wattcr equals a 
75-watt incandescent. 

And liic compact fluoresccnls arc 
engineered lo last 10,000 hours, 
compared to the 750- to 1,000-hour 
life of an incandescent bulb. For 
those who don't have a calculator 
handy, 10,000 hours comes out to 
more than a year, if you were to bum 
the bulb 24 hours a day.-seven years 
if you bum it four hours a day. which 
is what the industry considers normal 
use. In other words, you won’t be 
changing these bulbs very ofien, 

For most people, though, money 
talks: Expect to save anywhere from 
S25 lo S75 on your electric bill — 
spread over the 10,000-hour life of 


the bulb-by using a single compact 
riuorcscenl bulb instead of an incan- 
descent. "They are certainly worth 
considering because they save ener- 
gy and, in the long-run, money.” 
siiys Micliacl Kelly, a spokesmon for 
Com'moiiwealth Edison Co. *

“But the bulbs are more expensive." 

Indeed they arc. 

Until manufacturers can get the 
price down, at SIO to 525 apiece, 
compact fluoresccnls probably won't 
be the all-around wonder bulb ofthe 
American home front. (Remember, 
the 525 to 575 of promised energy 
savings is .spread over the life of the . 
bulb. It is not an instant or yearly 
payback.)

With an aecironic ballast, 
there is no humming or flickering of 
light when you tum-on tlic bulb.

These come from a 
parasitic wa.<lp, which comroLs the horn- 
worm and other caterpillars a.s well. .

“No garlic with zucchini. You don’t use 
garlic with zucchini.” 

That's Giuseppa Mcndola speaking. Or 
maybe it's her sistcri Bencdeita Mendota. 
It’s not that hard to tell them apart — one's 
68. the other 61: one’s the cook, thCiOthcr 
the baker; one of them married, the other 
never did. And (hey really don’t look all 
that much alike. 

It’s just that it's hard to remember who 
said what because in food matters they reem 
to be in complete accord. In fact, everyone 
in their little village of Aliminusa, Sicily, 
might question the doctrine t>f 
Transubstantiation sooner than they'd tackle 
the rule of keeping garlic away from zucchi- 

ni. 

Where the Mcndola sisters -liutKln north- 
western Sicily, eating is governed by rules 
too well known even to bc,|inoticcd {until, 
that is, some American suggests something 
as startling as garlic with zucchini). Life, on 
the other hand, is more glaringly intrusive. 
Probably a day doesn't go by Aot Giuseppa 
Mendolo doesn't reflect on the fact that her 
older boy, 41 -year-old Stefano Cipollo, 
lives not in Sicily but in Springfield, Va. 
Her other son isn't at home either; he lives

“Genuino,” Benedetto Mendola keeps 
saying. 

“Genuino," Giuseppa Mendola echoes, 
nodding. 

What did the.Mendola sisters pack in 
their carry-on bags before heading for the 
• airport for their first visit to the United ' 
States? 

A jar or two of tender baby artichoke 
hearts, picked lost winter and preserved in 
olive oil; oregano dried under the attic roof 
and still heady with field-fresh fragrance; 
their own olive oil, pressed last winter, plus 
home-cured olives; jars of smooth tomato 
sauce, canned last summer; commercially 


canned ilina and sardines; a couple of 
Sicilian sausages made by thfcir butcher 
brother (to which tb^ said bye-bye at U.S. 
Customs); and, of course, their crocheting, 
for those moments when evnything that con 
be cooked is cooked and everting that can 
be cleaned Is cleaned. 

A lot of people, even in this country, can 
and preserve, either out of necessity or out 
of a hippie or yuppie sensibility. But.ihis, a$. 
Cipolla will say over and over, is what 
Mamma and Zia (Itolian for “aunt”) 
Benedetta do, all day evety day, all year 
cvejy year. 

Ctpolla’s boss, restaurateur Vinbe 
MacDonald, threw a welcome lunch for the 
Mendola sisters (Giuseppa, in keeping with 
Italian tradition, uses her maiden name). Jt 
was held at MacDonald’s trattoria, which is 
the ‘90s-fnendly version ofhls 1980s power 
restaurant, Vincenzo. He had chef Lino 
Lombordo cook up a five-course meal of 
Sicilian speciolties, using the Pasiarrigo 
pasta that Cipolla has 'arranged to import 
and the restaurant will -feature Sicilian dish- 
es based on the Mcndolos* home cooking 
on its summer menu.
